L3UIS OR SOI® SIMILAR l.’/lS ',.110 IS NOT KNOWN TO US. HE INSISTS 
THAT HE HAS ARRIVED FRCK SSSSSX DURING THE USX AUTUMN AND 13 
ATTEMPTING TO ESTABLISH CONTACT WITH KE3ER3 OP THE RESISTANCE. 
THIS IS A WARNING AGAINST THIS PERSON . HE IS UNDOUBTEDLY A 
PROVOCATEUR . 0 

b) From V-IR^at-- 4 Deoembor 1950: "THE FISHERMEN HAVE REPORTED Hi AT 

KLAVLSPA*' ® ttlS RETURN J'-UTiNEY WAS FORCED TO SPEND SEVERAL DAYS 
OK THE SEA AS A RESULT OF KOTOR TROUBLE CAUSED BY STORMY SEAS. 

AS A PENALTY THE COAST PATROL AUTHORITIES HAVE REVOKED HIS PERMIT 
. TO GO TO SEA. (*3ee WS;-2107 of 16 Hoveabor 1950.) 

e) To Vajhiemar^a December 1950: "KLAVLAPA WAS AWARE OF THE P03SI- 

3ILITY OF SUCH A DEVELOPMENT RESULTING IN A RESTRICTION FOR A 
LIMITED TIKE. HIS PRICE FOR A TRIP OF HUS KIND IS 5,000 RUBLES." 
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
